How  We  Escaped  Debt. 

Let  us  rejoice  first  oyer  the  fain.  ‘ Now 


then  for  the  explanation.  The  lllotiid Hoard 
lays  out  its  work  on  as  large  a vjale  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  as  seems  pfuucnt. 
We  never  appropriate  {he  full  amount  at 
the  first  meeting  which  we  hope  to  raise 
during  the  year.  We  want  to  leivi  some 
margin  for  further  enlargement  during  the 
ye^r.  At  the  first  meeting  of  thp  we 
always  have  to  turu  down  niatjy  worthy 
calls  for  help.  Last  July  the  Board  appro 
printed  $341,385  as  the  budget  for  tnt  year. 
Thja  included  the  support  of  missionaries 
in  lour  independent  and  co-operaiivJ  work 
and  chapel  and  school  building  i(k  well  as 
the  expense  of  administration. 

A good  portion  of  the  above  suiii  Was  tor 
church  building  iu  co-operation  with  local 
forces  made  on  certain  conditions,  {wo  of 
the)  prime  condition*  being  that  our  part 
wo^ild  be  paid  provided  the  local  forces  min- 
ed u given  part  and  with  the  understanding 
that  ours  would  be  paid  towards  the  clone  of 
the  Conventional  year.  hr  chnrdn  and 
school  building  and  the  purchase  |>f  lots 
in  Cuba  and  Panama,  and  among i i|.e  nir- 
eigners  in  the  South,  especially  the  Cubans 
and  Italians  in  Tampa  and  the  Mexicat£  in 
Tcxjas,  where  we  had  to  give  about  till  the 
money  we  also  decided  to  pay  thwjr  ..,*i»ro 
priations  at  the  close  of  the  year!

our  receipts  are  short  during  the  earlier 
mouths  of  the  year.  This  is  considered 
good  business  precaution. 

Diminished  Receipts. 

I'nfortunatcly  our  system  of  waitjmg  un- 
til the  close  of  the  year  for  largo /giving 
prevailed  again  during  the  past  year.  From 
early  summer  clear  on  through  tjil  year 
our  receipts  each  month  compared  mHu 
forrper  year  diminished  steadily,,  buigiiur 
eaeh  month  from  three  thousand  dollars  to 
ten  thousand  dollars  behind  last  yeah  This 
continued  until  after  the  middle  of,’  April 
It  appeared  ten  days  before  the  clpae  of 
the  Kear  that  our  receipts  would  lie  lift  ween 
ten  [thousand  dollars  and  twenty  thousand 
dollars  smaller  than  for  last  year.  lor- 
tunitely,  at  the  very  last,  many  of  our 
brethren  were  aroused  and  our  receipt  went 
eight  thousand  or  ten  thousand  dollig-s  be- 
yond those  of  the  previous  vesr  which  javert- 
ed  a debt  of  twenty  thousand  or  thirty  thous- 
and dollars.  ■ { 

Early  in  the  year  when  it  was  s- ml  that 


our  receipts  would  fall  short  of  the  receipts 
tor  last  year  the  Board  decided  to  make  no 
iurtlu-r  enlargement , then  in  a numl*cr  of 
case*  our  appropriations  for  co-operative 
| church  builuiug  fur  the  year  were  cancelled 
,,  because  local  forces  did  Ji"t  comply  witn 
the  conditions  by  raising  their  amounts,  but 
we  bad  to  wait  until  the  very  close  of  the 
, y ear  before  marking  them  off. 

Where  receipts  were  short  along  through 
the  'year  we  reserved  until  the  close  a Hum 
; ber  of  appropriations  for  church,  ehaj>el  and 
school  buildings  in  Guba,  I'auama  and  tit  the 
| siates.  These  chapels  and  school  buildings 
j ought  to  have  been  erected  early  in  tU<‘ 

I year  but  for  prudcutial  reasons  mid  to  save 
i interest  and  to  avoid  a pressing  debt  wc  de- 
ferred them  until  the  very  last  day  of  the 
year,  then  cut  them  out  because  the  gilts 
did  uot  come  in. 

About  half  of  the  states  fell  short  of  last 
year  iu  their  contributions.  The  total  of 
this  deficit  amounted  to  nearly  twenty  five 
thousand  doHurs  but  the  other  states  ad 
vauced  and  so  saved  the  day. 

And  so  with  gratitude  to  God  and  w ith 
thanks  to  all  the  brethren  for  their  help, 
and  praying  the  Lord’s  guidance  in  our 
great  Convention  iu  Jacksonville,  Florida. 
May  17th,  1 am.

Sending  Your  Paitor. 

I write  not  chiefly  to  say  that  my  churches  | 
are  sending  me  to  the  Convention  in  Jack- 
sonville, but  to  tell  how  it  is  done.  I preach 
to  four  churches.  The  matter  was  taken 
up  by  the  church  at  Morgan  City.  After 
discussion  in  conference  the  following  re*-  I 
olution  in  substance  w-as  unanimously  and 
heartily  adopted: 

Resolved,  that  we  recognize  and  include 
the  expenses  of  o’Ur  pastor  to  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  and  to  our  own  Baptist 
State  Convention  as  a part  of  our  current 
expenses  and  that  the  treasurer  be  instructed 
to  pay  our  proportionate  part  of  these  ex- 
penses from  year  to  year  and  charge  the 
same  to  the  incidental  account,  without  fur- 
ther action  of  the  church. 

The  clerk  Was  instructed  to  write  to  the 
clerks  of  each  of  the  other  three  ehurefies. 
enclosing  a copy  of  the  resolution,  nnd  ask 
them  to  bring  the  matter  before  their  own 
churches,  and  the  Rolling  Fork  church  very 
pcnmptly  adopted  the  same  resolution. 

I believe  this  is  the  way  to  do  it.  It  is  a 
good  plan  for  both  church  and  pastor  I 
never  did  like  to  have  my  name  hawked 
about  over  the  community  in  an  effort  to 
raise  a special  fund  for  this  purpose  It  [ 
usually  results  in  the  appeal  to  send  the  ; 
pastor  on  a junketing  pleasure  trip  as  a 
compliment  and  sometimes  becomes  embar- 
rassing to  those  who  take  the  matter  in  hand 
as  well  as  the  pastor.  This  plan  is  calcu- 
lated to  make  a wrong  impression  Our 
conventions  are  necessities  if  our  churches 
are  to  do  any  organized  work.  Our  mis- 
sion. Sunday  School  and  educational  work 
would  speedily  disintegrate  withou^some  or- 
ganization to  keep  them  up,  and  nothing* bet 


ter  than  our  associations  and  convention# 
is  yet  in  sight  If  our  general  meetings  are 
to  be ‘kept  up  our  pastors  must  attend  them, 
uot  .a*  a pleasure  trip,  but  as  a duty,  though, 
of  cotirse,  it  is  a pleasure,  and  it  seems  but 
fair  that  the  burden  of  it  should  be  chargeu 
up  tojthr  general  rxpenae  aeeouut  and  not 
t«i  the  pastor  alobe.  No  ehureh  can  keep 
m'lhohnigh  touch  with  our  great  deiionmta 
tmnal  .movements  and  enthusiasm  w hoac  pas- 
i tor  habitually  remains  away  from  theae  gen- 
eral liieet  mgs, 

Sonw*  six  years  ago  when  I was  its  pas- 
tor, the  Greenwood  ehureh  adopted  the 
above  method  of  Sending  its  pastor  to  lb»~ 
eon  vent  ions  and  has  since  followed  it  to  the 
great  iatiafaction  of  all.  I think  it  would 
tie  a gtHid  plan  fur  all  of  our  churches  Do 
the  right  thing  in  the  right  way.

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ter.  Of  course  the  difficulties  in  making 
the  change  are  apparent  to  all. 

Also  the  extra  expense  in  gathering  funds  j 
to  meet  the  pressing  debts  of  the  Hoards 
is  a considerable  item,  and  becomes  an  addi- 
tional impediment  in  the  development  of 
our  undeveloped  forces.  An  additional  one 
is  found  also  in  the  high  pressure  methods 
usually  employed  to  compass  the  debts. 

But  it  has  been  insisted  in  order  to  get 
our  people  to  do  anything  like  what  they 
ought  to  do  it  is  necessary  to  put  this  bur 
den  and  pressure  on  them.  Our  experience 
has  been  that  it  is  easier  to  get  money  from 
our  people  to  put  into  future  projects  and 
enterprises  than  to  get  it  from  them  to  pay 
debts  with.  The  theory  that  we  get  more 
money  out  of  people  to  pay  mission  debts 
than  we  could  get  out  of  them  to  pay  for 
future  work  is  contradicted  by  our  Presby- 
terian brethren  who  are  ruuning  their  mis- 
sion work  on  the  cash  plan,  and  are  at  the 
same  time  giving  largely  more  per  capita 
than  the  Baptists  are  giving  on  the  credit 
plan.  Of  course  it  is  impracticable  to  make 
a sudden  change  from  the  present  method  to 
a cash  basis.  A farmer  a year  behind  can- 
not go  to  the  cash  basis  in  a day  nor  even  in 
a year.  But  we  can  start  in  the  direction 
of  a cash  basis  and  bend  everything  to  that 
end. 

Just  a suggestion  or  two  about  making 
this  change.  Do  not  increase  our  present 
number  of  missionaries  for  the  ensuing  year. 
Possibly  it  might  be  better  to  withdraw  a 
few,  but  certainly,  do  not  increase.  Urge 
our  churches  to  more  general  and  larger 
giving."  Ijet  there  be  inaugurated  a vig- 
orous work  of  mission  edueation,  so  as  grad- 
ually to  increase  our  mission  fund.  Of 
course,  while  this  work  is  going  on  prepar- 
atory  to  a complete  transition  from  the  pres- 
ent to  a different  method,  it  will  be  necessa- 
ry to  borrow  some  money  on  which  we  shall 
have  to  pay  interest  Also,  it  will  ,be  nee* 
essary  to  spend  considerable  money  for  a 
while  on  collection  agencies.  But  let  there 
be  a Well-aimed  effort  to  reduce  both  these 
items  of  expense  to  the  minimum  and  final- 
ly to  cut  them  out  entirely.  Then  the  ques- 
tion arises,  shall  we  order  an  enlargement 
of  our  work  t That  is  precisely  what  every 
loyal,  loving  heart  feels  like  doing.  But 
what  does  the  cool,  level  business-head  say! 
Does  it  not  say.  to  hold  fast  that  widely  you 
now  have  and  to  make  it  sure!  We  feel 
that  we  have  pressed  the  (patter  of  enlarge- 
ment as  far  as  we  dare  do,  until  we  improve 
our  finances.  We  ought  at  leaast  to  have 
in  the  mission  treasury  one-half  the  money 
necessary  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  year, 
before  entering  upon  it. 

As  much  as  our  heart  cries  out  for  rein- 
forcing our  mission  work  at  home  and 
abroad,  our  judgment  is  that  we  had  better 
give  large  attention  just  at  this  time  to  hold- 
ing securely  to  what  we  have  until  our  fi- 
nances improve.  There  is  a better  thing 
to  do  sometimes  than  to  advance.  Being 
ready  to  do  things  properly  and  thorougnly 
is  a matter  that  should  not  escape  our  care- 
ful attention.  Great  generals  have  found 
that  patient  waiting  for  a few  weeks  would 


have  been  far  better  than  a premature  ad- 
vance or  charge. 

In  conclusion,  we  feel  sure  that  whatever 
policy  shall  be  adherred  to,  we  shall  never 
do  the  work  God  has  given  us  the  privilege 
of  doing,  until  our  churches  more  generally

We  may  not  under- 
stand the  mystery,  but  we  know  the  fact, 
beeaitse  revealed  by  the  Infinite. 

Man  is  a trinity,  made  in  God’s  imugc. 
as  revealed  to  us  in  His  word.  body,  soul  and 
spirit* — those  three  with  different  otn  es 
The  body  is  mortal;  the  soul  transitory,  the 
spirit  immortal. 

Knowledge  eomes  by  revelation,  study  and 
experience;  but  is  not  wisdom,  unless  we 
know  how  to  use  it ; yet,  by  wisdom  man 
knew  not  God.  It  is  vain  for  man  to 
reach  beyond  his  creator;  for  he  can  create 
nothing,  nor  improve  upon  God’s  wo  k

I.  The  Pastor's  Attitude  Towards  the 
Sunday  School. 

The  pastor's  attitude  toward  the  Sunday 
School  is  that  it  is  an  indispensable  adjunct 
to  the  most  effective  work  of  the  church 
We  believe  the  Sunday  School  to  he  of 
divine  origin;  that  it  was  formed  by  Chri»t 
as  He  “taught  in  the  synagogm**  on  the 
Sabbath  Day.’*  followed  up  by  the  Apostles 
and  developed  by  His  true  followers  into  its 
modern  perfection  of  today. 

Every  live,  consecrated  paator  not  only 
endorse*  the  Sunday  School,  and  its  work, 
hut  ho  .himself  is  a part  and  jtareel  of  it. 

The  day  of  the  pastor's  jealousy  and  an- 
tagonism to  the  Sunday  Schowl  i*  a thing  of 
the  past. 

Then*  was  a time  when  the  narrow-min  I- 
ed.  misinformed  pastor  took  the  position 
that  the  Sunday  Schobl.  the  Woman’s  Mis- 
sionary Society,  the  Tt.  Y.  P,  U.t  and  even 
the  choir  and  organ  were  all  worldly  insti- 
tutions. organized  f<>r  the  pnr|M»se  of  usurp 
ing  the  rights  and  privilege*  of  the  church 
and.  to  set  the  preacher  aside  hut  even  he 
has  been  convinced  that  these  are  Ihe  chil- 
dren of  the  church  and  that  their  labors  are 
hut  the  ehuroh  at  work  with  her  children. 

Tt  is  said  that  the  kitten  gets  its  eves 
open  in  nine  days  hut  it  has  taken  over  eigh- 
teen hundred  years  to  open  the  eyes  of  some 
Baptist  preachers. 

So  large  in  numbers,  so  powerful  in  di- 
,vine  influence,  and  so  mighty  a force  in  the 
field  for  good,  have  become  these  organ 
izations,  that  the  pastors  who  dan*  get  in 
the  way  of  tdieir  onward  aweep.  will  find 
after  Ihe  collision,  only  a groaav  spot  where 
they  stood  the  day  before.

Dear  brethren  and  sisters  of  the  North  Misr

1 assure  you  that  I feel  something  of  the 
deep  sense  of  responsibility  and  n)v  own  un- 
worthiness  to  represent  my  fellow  pastors, 
and  give  expression  for  them  on  t|ii*.  one  of 
the  world’*  greatest  questions. 

I quote  the  following  Scripture  passage*, 
not  as  a text,  hut  rather  as  a Scriptural  rx- 
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pastor  the  opportunity  to  know  what  Dm  ! 
teachers  will  teach  and  what  points  they 
will  emphasize  on  the  following  Sunday. 

The  pastor  should  know  the  trend  of  the  ; 
morning  instruetion  that  he  may  he  able  to 
emphasize  some  of  the  most  salient  point* 
at  the  11  o’clock  hour. 

I douht  the  wisdom  of  the  pastor  being  a j 
regular  teacher,  or  a regular  substitute, 
which  is  far  worse,  but  there  are  some  miti- 
gating circumstances  when  he  may  do  ei- 
ther, hut  let  him  do  whatever  may  best  con- 
tribute to  the  honor  of  God  in  the  study  of 
His  Word. 

Don’t  forget  that  the  main  thing  in  the 
S.  S is  “teaching  and  admonishing  one 
another  in  psalms  an:l  hymns  and  spiritual 
songs,  singing  with  grace  in  your  hearts 
to  the  Lord.” 

IV.  Thg  Sunday  Schools  Should  be  De- 
nominational 

Let  the  Methodists  have  Methodist  Sun- 
day Schools  and  the  Presbyterians  have 
Presbyterian  Sunday  Schools,  but  in  the 
name  of  our  Christ,  its  founder,  let  the  Bap- 
tists have  Baptist  Sunday  Schools  where 
they  may.  teach  Baptist  doctrines  free  and 
untrammeled. 

No  Sunday  School  is  a Baptist  Sunday 
School  if  it  be  so  compromised  that  it  can’t 
teach  Baptist  doctrines. 

The  only  kind  of  union  Sunday  School  that 
I favor  is  when  the  school  is  taught  in  a 
Baptist  church,  using  Baptist  literature, 
with  Baptist  teachers,  and  everybody  attend- 
ing and  st tidying  Baptist  doctrines. 

Cook’s  literature  is  just  a little  better  than 
none  at  all,  but  I had  rather  attend  a Meth- 
odist Sunday  School  straight.  I much  pre- 
fer something  with  a head  to  it  that  it  may 
be  responsible  for  both  body  and  tail. 

I unhesitatingly  stamp  my  disapproval 
upon  Baptist  churches.

nificent  primary  system ; the  first  Baraca 
class  as  we  have  it  today;  the  Philathea 
class  was  organized  by  a Baptist;  the  South- 
ern Baptist  Theological  Seminary  at  Louis- 
ville, Ky.,  is  the  only  Theological  Seminary 
in  the  world  that  has  an  endowed  chair  on 
Sunday  School  Pedagogy.  What  have  they 
that  was  not  founded  by  Baptists! 

What  can  they  do  for  us  that  we  cannot 
do.  and  are  not  doing  for  ourselves! 

Shall  Baptists  voluntarily  surrender  our 
part  of  the  field,  their  church  independence, 
their  faith  and  practice,  or  contribute  their 
money  nnd  influence  to  the  teaching  and 
fostering  of  faiths  and  practices  which  we 
by  our  very  profession  pronounce  “here- 
sy 1” 

If  some  of  our  good  brethren  see  ht  to 
work  with  other  denominations  in  their 
Sunday  School  movements,  I know  of  no  law 
to  prevent  it,  for  religious  independence  is 
a Baptist  doctrine,  hut  for  heaven’s  sake 
let  them  not  involve  their  churches  and  Sun- 
day Schools.  As  for  my  part.  I couldn’t 
allign  myself  with  any  religious  movement 
where  I couldn’t  represent  my  church  and 
people.  • 

I was  in  Atlanta.  Ga.,  a few  weeks  ago 
in  attendance  on  the  great  Broughton  Bi- 
ble Conference.  I learned  that  the  Meth- 
odists had  just  held  a like  meeting  in  which 
they  passed  resolutions  against  their  church 
having  any  sort  of  connection  with  any  out- 
side organizations  whatever  and  that  their 
work  and  money  henceforth  should  be  con- 
fined to  denominational  interests.  When 
I heard  it,  I said  “Hurrah  for  the  Metho- 
dists!” The  Presbyterians  take  the  same 
position.  Who  ever  heard  of  the  Catholics 
lining  up  with  any  other  denomination  on 
Bible  study,  or  compromizing  one  syllable 
of  their  doctrines  with  those  whom  they  eall 
“protestants!”  This  is  a just  rebuke  to 
Baptists,  and  we  will  do  well  to  heed  it. 
and  stand  steadfastly  to  Bible  teachings 
as  we  have  always  done,  and  follow  the  well 
beaten  paths  of  our  fathers  in  faith  and 
practice  as  it  was  given  them  by  Christ  ami 
the  Apostles.  Baptists  have  never  had  any 
organic  connection  with  the  affairs  of  state, 
or  with  any  pedo-Baptist  movement  of  any 
kind,  nor  will  they  ever  have,  though  the 
heavens  fall.

Great  is  our  encouragement  also  oierj  the 
fact  that  the  courts  are  starting  in  dead 
earnest  to  grind  out  justice  here  in  Frank- 
lin county.  I think  one  great  rdason  is 
that  public  opinion  like  a mighty  and  ir- 
resistable  avalanche  is  demanding  jhat  we 
shall  no  longer  be  held  down  by  lawjl  ssness 
nor  any  longer  he  tabooed  by  the  treat  of 
the  world  because  of  a failure  to  ertfdrce  law 
and  order.  Another  reason,  I fed  sure  is 
that  our  six  lawyers  here  while  old  enough 
to  have  experience,  are  young  enjougb  t.> 
have*  aggressiveness  and  they  havje  moral 
stamina  enough  to  want  to  see  tfie  right 
thing  done.  While  they  have  bo  more 
reached  perfection  than  any  of  the  best 
citizens,  yet  I do  say  that  thej  s<qm.  t<> 
above  those  low  practices  to  win  their  case 
that  is  so  often  justly  charged  agafinU  la" 
yers.  During  the  January  term  of  court 
a number  that  were  indicted  werd  lnoucen 
to  plead  guilty,  and  receive  their  science 
(two  of  which  were  life  senlenceJO  jb  the 
openly  expressed  delight  of  the  dk*fc»se 
well  as  the  lawyers  for  the  prosecution,  al- 
though their  clients.  Tn  this  court  now  in 
the  second  week  they  are  convicting  the 
guilty  right  along  without  theirj  pleading 
guiltv.  One  of  these  convictions  was  a 
notorious  blind  tiger  case  and  this  eonme- 
tion  marks  the  beginning  of  a nek  day  for 
this  town  and  county,  for  it  has  been  inmost 
impossible  for  some  time  to  convict  a blind 
tiger  in  this  county.

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Our  Mountain  Schools. 

Our  mountain  schools  offer  to 
both*- el  asses  what  has  been  hard 
for  them  to  olitain.  The  moun- 
tain home  of  culture  longs  for  a 
school  nearby  where  the  child 
may  begin  its  early  training;  to 
| reach  any  other  school  <is  impossi- 
ble for  the  poorer  people.  It  is 
to  give  these  last  of  whom  there 
I are  some  three  million,  and  who 
have  in  them  such  vast  possibili- 
ties, the  opportunities  they  crave 
that  we  come  to  their  Kelp.  Turn- 
ing to  our  chart  again,  we  note 
i twenty-six  black  dots  running  ir- 
regularly along  the  backbone  of 
the  mountains  through  seven  of 
the  states.  Some  names  and  their 
beautiful  situations  come  to  us — 
Maywood  Institute  at  Clyde,  a 
little  town  divided  by  a mountain 
Kiver  and  nestling  dose  to  the 
loot  of  the  highest  peaks  in  the 
Blue  Ridge;  Silvia,  in  the  very 
heart  of  the  hills,  farther  up,  the 
center  of  half  a dozen  industries 
growing  out  of  the  mineral  wealth 
of  that  wonderful  region;  fruit- 
land  Institute,  on  the  outer  edge 
of  the  tableland  that  embraces 
Asheville  and  Hendersonville.  To 
this  great  pleasure  ground  of  the 
South  it  is  said  that  ten  thousand 
tourists  came  one  Saturday  even- 
ing last  summer. 

Growing  and  Ministering. 

And  these  schools,  be  it  under 
stood,  are  not  “lying  down  on  the 
Home  Board”  a phrase  sometimes 
applied,  justly  or  otherwise,  to  the 
churches.

It  means  more 
if  the  year  1909-10  can  he  taken 
as  typical  That  year  the  South- 
rn  Baptists  hy  their  gifts  enabled 
the  Home  Board  to  put  twenty-
